acci dent response procedures. To ensure conprehensive training, the DNWs mai ntains the DoD s
only radioactive field training sites, as well as an extensive classified nucl ear weapons
display area. The DNW5 trains students fromall |evels of DoD, federal and state agencies,
and allied countries. The school provides specialized training to requesting organizations
and is posturing itself to be the DoD s Center of Excellence for nuclear and other speci al
weapons matters, with enphasis on technical and operational support to the warfighter.

In his Novenber 1997 Defense ReformiInitiative (DRI), the Secretary of Defense
identified the chall enges posed by weapons of nass destruction (WWD) as the greatest and nost
conplex threats facing the Departnment of Defense in the future. To address these chall enges,
the Departnent has established the Defense Threat Reduction Agency (DTRA), effective QOctober
1, 1998, as a key conponent in the DoD response to these challenges. Establishnent of DTRA
is an evolving work in progress. During establishnment, priority has been given to
saf eguarding and carrying forward all of the diversified activities and projects acconplished
by the nerging organi zations. Previous budget/program subm ssions were consol i dations of
mer gi ng organi zations in order to maintain the integrity of data from each Agency and program
transferring into DTRA. This subm ssion, however, reflects the first integration of
activities that will work together to begin to neet the chall enges posed by WWD t hreats.

Constituent Agencies and functional programdirectors are working together to develop a
common DTRA program and budget franmework and architecture within which requirenents woul d be
identified and resources allocated. This will be the first step in a |onger term process of
full integration of DTRA resources in future program and budget subm ssions.

mul til ateral Chem cal Wapons Convention (CW); and the Bilateral Destruction and Non-
Production Agreenent (BDA), and agreenent between the governnments of the U S. and the
Commonweal t h of I ndependent States (CS).

H  Verification Technol ogy: The Defense Threat Reduction Agency is responsible for the
devel opnent of technol ogy to support inplenentation, conpliance, nonitoring and inspection,
research devel opnent test and eval uation (RDT&E) for existing and energing arns control
treaties and agreenents. Activities conformto requirenents presented and approved by the

O fice of the Under Secretary of Defense (Acquisition and Technol ogy) through the DoD Arns
Control Requirenments Assessnent Board (RAB) process. Technical assessnents are nade to
provi de the basis for sound project devel opnent, to eval uate existing prograns, and to
provide the data required to make conpliance judgnents. Technol ogy devel opnents and system

i nprovenents are conducted to ensure that capabilities to nonitor, conply with, and inpl enent
treaties and agreenents are avail abl e when required.

VWiile the Verification Technology efforts are primarily funded within the RDT&E
appropriation, Operation and M ntenance funds are required for the supporting personnel
infrastructure. Additionally, this budget activity supports U S. obligations to operate and
mai ntain 28 seismc, hydroacoustic, infrasound and radi onuclide sensor stations as part of
the CTBT Internal Monitoring Systens (IM5). The FY 1999 current estimate for Verification
Technology is $1.4 million. The FY 2000 budget request for Verification Technology is $2.5.

|. OGher Mssions: The primary mssion of the On-Site Inspection program (OSI) is to
conduct on-site inspections and continuous nonitoring by U S. personnel at specified
facilities overseas, and to coordinate and conduct the escort of inspection teans for

i nspections or continuous nonitoring activities in the United States and at U S. facilities
overseas. OSl’'s m ssion has expanded to include special interest projects, such as the
Confidence and Security Building Measures (CSBM i nspections and eval uati ons, which are
associated wth the Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe (CSCE). OSI has been
tasked by Departnment of Defense as the Executive Agent for the Defense Treaty Inspection
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1. Force Structure Sunmary (Conti nued):

Readi ness Program (DTI RP) and the Techni cal Equi prent |nspection (TEI) Program OSI has al so
been tasked to provide assistance for support to the Biol ogical Wapons (BW program and the
Bosni a Peace Plan, as well as the Mayak Transparency Protocol and the International Atomc
Energy Agency (1 AEA) -Strengthened Saf eguards Programthat are anticipated to enter into
force in FY 2000. The operations of OSI includes various types of costs to include civilian
payroll, facilities, utilities, furniture, office automation, and travel. Though not
directly linked to inspection/escort mssions (deployable costs), admnistration requirenents
support these m ssions and, as such, reflect a "support base" whose costs support
headquarters and field office personnel that actually manage the inspectors, escorts, and
various treaty workl oads.

During establishnent, priority has been
given to safeguarding and carrying forward all of the diversified activities and projects
acconpl i shed by the nmergi ng organi zati ons. Previ ous budget/program subm ssi ons were
consol i dations of merging organizations in order to maintain the integrity of data from each
Agency and programtransferring into DTRA. This subm ssion, however, reflects the first
integration of activities that will work together to begin to neet the chall enges posed by WD
t hreats.

To address these chall enges,
the Departnent has established the Defense Threat Reduction Agency (DTRA), effective QOctober
1, 1998, as a key conponent in the DoD response to these challenges. Establishnent of DTRA
is an evolving work in progress. During establishnment, priority has been given to
saf eguarding and carrying forward all of the diversified activities and projects acconplished
by the nerging organi zations. Previous budget/program subm ssions were consolidations of
mer gi ng organi zations in order to maintain the integrity of data from each Agency and program

transferring into DTRA. This subm ssion, however, reflects the first integration of
activities that will work together to begin to neet the chall enges posed by WWD t hreats.

Constituent Agencies and functional programdirectors are working together to develop a
common DTRA program and budget franmework and architecture within which requirenents woul d be
identified and resources allocated. This will be the first step in a |onger term process of
full integration of DTRA resources in future program and budget subm ssions.

Wth the exception of the NTPR and RECC, the special weapons technol ogy programefforts
are primarily funded within the RDT&E appropriation. Operation and Mai ntenance funds provide
for the supporting personnel infrastructure, travel of personnel, contractual services,
techni cal resource center publications, and specialized ADP equi pnent necessary to support
t he speci al weapons technol ogy m ssion.

Description of Operations Financed: An essential elenment of the DIRA program portfolio
is the core operational support program which plays an integral role in acconplishing the many

In his Novenber 1997 Defense ReformiInitiative (DRI), the Secretary of Defense
identified the chall enges posed by weapons of nass destruction (WWD) as the greatest and nost
conplex threats facing the Departnment of Defense in the future. To address these chall enges,
the Departnent has established the Defense Threat Reduction Agency (DTRA), effective
Cctober 1, 1998, as a key conponent in the DoD response to these chall enges. Establishnent
of DTRA is an evolving work in progress. During establishnment, priority has been given to
saf eguarding and carrying forward all of the diversified activities and projects acconplished
by the nerging organi zations. Previous budget/program subm ssi ons were consolidations of
mer gi ng organi zations in order to maintain the integrity of data from each Agency and program
transferring into DTRA. This subm ssion reflects the first integration of activities that
will work together to begin to neet the chall enges posed by WWD t hreats.

Constituent Agencies and functional programdirectors continue to work together to
devel op a common DTRA program and budget franmework and architecture within which requirenents
woul d be identified and resources allocated. This will be the first step in a |longer term
process of full integration of DIRA resources in future program and budget subm ssions.

I n general, DTRA Core Operational Support Activities represents a consolidation of
functions and resources which provide for the nmanagenent, planning, and admnistration of a
wi de variety of managenent headquarters functions, operational and adm ni strative support as
wel |l as centralized operations to all DTRA functional organizations.

B. Information Technol ogy Support: As part of the DTRA integration effort, information
technol ogy assets from DSWA, OSI A and DISA were al so nerged into one integrated custoner
support operation. Information technol ogy support includes devel opi ng i nformati on managenent
strategi es and prograns; assisting organi zational conponents in devel opi ng program proposal s,
pl ans, and budgets for automated information systens.

comuni cations fromrenote sites and video conferencing capabilities.

| nformati on technol ogy support provides for operational requirenents such as mai nt enance
of the Local Area Network (LAN) and provides all ADP equi pnent, software, printers, scanners,
required for day to day operation of office automation. Efforts also include the integration
of systens fromnerged activities and continui ng dat abase requirenents, naintenance and
devel opnent, contract support, hardware and software integration as well as training.

C. Johnston Atoll (JA): DTRA funding provides the necessary financial and manpower support
to operate and manage a renote island facility in the Pacific. The historical role of the
former Defense Special Wapons Agency at JA was one of “caretaker,” expending only the

m ni mum resources required to neet the Safeguard C contingencies to the 1963 Limted Test Ban
Treaty. Resources for Safeguard C on JA were elimnated by Congressional action in

FY 1994.

In FY 1999, the host-managenent responsibility role at JA transfers fromDIRA to the Ar
Force (financial operations are being conducted on a reinbursable basis in FY 1999; dollar
and manpower resources transfer in FY 2000).

DTRA FY 1999 fundi ng provides all base operating support (BOS) services for host and
tenant m ssions on JA through a Pacific D vision, Naval Facilities Engi neering Command BGOS

contract. A small detachnent of DTRA mlitary personnel assigned to JA oversees BOS contract
operations. DIRA provides admnistrative and |ogistic support to other mlitary

organi zations |located on JA in accordance with host/tenant and ot her support agreenents.

I ncluded in the BOS m ssion are control, maintenance, and operation of all infrastructure
systens and facilities essential to community viability. DTRA exercises installation comand
jurisdiction of assigned and attached units and an island popul ati on of approximately 1324
personnel. M ssion requirenents also include control of the port navigational channel and
all related operations, as well as the airfield and aircraft operations. The requirenent to
provi de support to the Congressionally-mandated chem cal weapons stockpile and

dem litarization prograns inpact greatly on the anount and type of support currently
avai l abl e and provided to other active tenant m ssions.

FY 1999 costs provide for base support functions for the Arny’s chem cal munitions
demlitarization mssion and other activities on the island.

D. Oher Operational Support: As part of the DIRA integration effort, certain nmanagenent
headquarters functions and ot her m scel |l aneous assets from DSWA, OSI A, DISA QATSD(NCB), and
related OSD staff elenments were nerged into one integrated support operation. These incl ude,
but are not limted to, functions and activities associated with the Ofice of the D rector,
counterintelligence, financial managenent, civilian and mlitary personnel managenent,
personnel and information security, acquisition managenent, inspector general, general counsel,
equal opportunity, congressional liaison, public affairs, quality managenent, safety and
occupational health, CTR operational support manpower, and adm nistrative support operations.
